The intluence and effec

1876 and 1882. The electoral vote of the 
state would have. been given to Hancock, and 
he, instead of Garfield, would have been 
president of the United States. 

This is the year preceding the presidential 
election of 1884, as 1879 was the year prece- 
ding the last presidential election. The re- 
publicans are now divided, while the 
democrats are united. Last vear the republi- 
can candidate for governor was defeated and 
the democratic governor elected by the large 
majority of nearly 200,000 votes.

ILLNESS OF DE& CHAMBORD., 


His Death Reported and then Denicd—France and the 
Pope. 


Paris, July 2.—A dispatch to the Union 
from Frohsdorf says that Count de Chambord 
has been suddenly seized with a serious ill- 
ness. It was reported in Paris at 11 o'clock 
last night that the count’s life was despaired 
of. Count Montia, Count de Chambord’s pri- 
vate secretary, who but recently arrived in 
Paris, has started on his return to Frohsdorf 
Itis stated that the relapse of Count de 
Chambord is due tothe bursting of an intest- 
inal tumor. The Clarion says the case of 
the count is not quite hopeless. The news of 
the count’s illness caused vreat excitement at 
Paris yesterday Many persons presumed 
that Le was actually dead. The monarchists 
assembled this morning at the bouse of de 
Dreux breze to consider their course in the 
event of the death of Count de Chambord. A 
consultation of physicians was to be held at 
Craksdoroff, the count’s residence, and if 
there was any lope a telegram was to be sent 
to Paris. As no news has been received up to 
this hour the worst is feared.

The 
loss in all such cases falls on the poor and ig-

The trade .dollar bears no certificate 
the government, beyond a statement of its 
weight and fineness. Its coinage was author 
ized in February, 1873, and at the close of the 
fiscal year, 1881-82, there had been coined 35,- 
959.360. Most of these pieces have been ex 
ported. As these pieces are simply stamped 
ingots, the proposition to have the govern-

the speculators a profit of from thirteen to fif- 
teen per cent.
